When he sees a player with a wraieie 
ankle he first makes certain that it is 
.& sprain and not a fracture. Sometimes 
an X-ray picture is necessary to settle 
that point. The second step in treat~- 
ment, diagnosis being counted as the 
first, is to apply a cold compress to 
keep the acute swelling within bounds. 

The third step is to strap the ankle 
“with adhesive. To do this the player 
sits in front of the man who is to apply 
the adhesive. The player's foot hangs 
just.a little lower than the knee of the 
physician. The player’s foot is placed 
on the doctor’s knee. The knee, ankle, 
and toes point straight ahead. The foot 
is at an angle of 80 to 85 degrees with 
the leg. | 
front end of the foot, is slightly higher 
than the heel. The foot is. bent out- 


‘enough to throw the weight slightly

The foot is ssitatnis in this position, 
using one and a half inch adhesive tape 
of suitable length for the purpose. The 
first tape applied starts on the back side 
of the lower calf, comes down on the 
inner side of the leg and ankle, over the 
instep, from the inner to the outer side, 
under the sole, up on the inner side of 
the foot to the top. The second strip 
begins about the same place on the calf 
and travels down the leg across the top 
of the instep to the inner side of the 
foot, and then down across and up in 
‘the opposite direction to the first strip.

One to 
realize that for its intelligent conduct 
a broad survey of the situation is use-| 
ful, indeed necessary; and that to get 
that each must frankly contribute to 
a common fund facts of his individual 
experience in order that he may draw 
from it the broad business facts 3 
the general experience. 

“The other attitude is that of in- 
dividual secretiveness, which gives 
nothing but gets nothing. It is an ac- 
cepted principle of business in this 
country that it is wise to have an 
intelligent adaptation of supply to 
demand.”’
